Annual Fund program 1967-1968 
to stress personal appeals 


Stressing the personal approach, the 1967-1968 Juniata Fund 
Program for Annual Gifts launches the most ambitious drive in 
its history to assure the finest education for Juniata students. 

President Ellis, commenting on the personal appeal to con- 
tributors, said “traditionally at Juniata the importance of the 
individual is paramount. The personal relationship between 
people has always been our strength and we desire this charac- 
teristic in our Development Programs.” 

The Fund will be a cooperative effort among Alumni, 
Church, Parents and Friends to provide the College with vital 
unrestricted annual gifts. 

Funds raised in the Annual Giving drive are urgently need- 
ed for educational projects, facilities, instructional equipment, 
student aid, and cultural activities. The Fund will begin in 
September 1967 and continue through June 1968 with the en- 
listment of volunteers and active solicitation commencing in 
October. 

The Alumni Fund is under the leadership of Joseph R. 
Good °33, volunteer fund director. The Alumni Annual Fund 
Committee consisting of Henry H. Gibbel ’57, Robert R. Hoo- 
ver 43 and Klare S. Sunderland ’56 will conduct a vigorous 
drive to build the membership in the $100, $500 and $1,000 
Annual Giving Clubs. This will be done along with expanded 
class fund agent programs and “eyeball and eardrum” cam- 
paigns. 

Congregations of the Church of the Brethren will be asked 
for increased support. Personal contacts with interested sup- 
porters is of prime importance to Chairman George L. Det- 
weiler and the Trustees named by the three supporting dis- 
tricts: Attorney Robert M. Keim from Western Pennsylvania, 
Miss Naomi Kensinger from Middle Pennsylvania and Rev. 
Wayne H. Dick from the North Atlantic District. 

A corps of 100 women volunteers will spark the Parents 
Fund Drive to explain the needs and challenges facing higher 
education. Chairman is Mrs. Roy W. Brandau of New Holland, 
Pa. She will be assisted by President Nelson F. Robbins, Vice- 
President Donald F. Hoover of the Parents Association and the 
Parents Executive Committee. 

Denton B. Emmert ’36, of the Ford Motor Company, heads 
the Committee for Matching Gifts. Contributors will be en- 
couraged to request that their gifts be matched by corporations 
under the Aid-To-Education Program of business and industry. 
Financial support in 1968 is expected to increase under the 
direction of dedicated volunteers according to Harold B. Brum- 
baugh, vice-president for development. 


92nd academic year opens 


Juniata opens the 92nd academic year 
September 19 with an enrollment of 
approximately 1,100. In the freshman 
class, consisting of 135 women and 175 
men, will be two Koreans and one 
each from Colombia, the Dominican 
Republic and Greece. 

The start of the fall term follows 
hard on the heels of a highly success- 
ful Summer Sessions in which enroll- 
ment soared 80 per cent above the 
previous year. 

Dr. Earl C. Kaylor, Jr. noted that all 
the classes listed in the summer cata- 
log attracted students. One of the ac- 
complishments in which he took satis- 
faction was the successful integration 
of high school students in the college 
level courses. 

Newspaper and radio attention was 
focused on the new Field Study in An- 
thropology under Paul Heberling, as- 


sociate professor of sociology. This 
was conducted in cooperation with 
Penn State and supervised by Dr. Jo- 
seph Michels. Late in the summer an 
Indian skeleton was uncovered at a 
new site on the Raystown Branch. 

The fall term will see the introduc- 
tion of a new major in medieval stud- 
ies. The new Academic Classroom 
Center will be ready for occupancy in 
December. It will be used by the 
Language Department and the Social 
Science Division. 

The medieval major will offer cours- 
es presently in the academic program 
but will be structured around five 
“core courses: Ancient Civilization, 
Introduction to the History and Criti- 
cism of Art, Medieval Latin, History 
of Medieval Europe and Special Top- 
ics. Majors may be in medieval history 
or in medieval linguistics. 


$14,400 received in grants 


Juniata College, in recent months, has 
received five grants totaling $14,400 
from various institutions to be used by 
diverse departments of the College. 

A $5,000 grant was received from 
the Clinical Research Division of the 
Sandoz Pharmaceuticals Company of 
Hanover, N. J. The grant was present- 
ed to Dr. Ellis by Dr. Harry L. Baird, 
Juniata 48, who is Director of Clinical 
Research of the Sandoz Company. 

Dr. Jerome K. Merlis, a Trustee of 
the Grass Foundation, which is the 
corporate foundation of the Grass In- 
strument Company of Quincy, Mass., 
presented Juniata with a $2,000 grant 
to be used by the Department of Bi- 
ology. 

The Juniata College Development 
Program was the recipient of a check 
for $2,000 from the Atlantic-Richfield

Juniata received a $5,000 grant from 
the government for library resources 
under Title II of the Higher Education 
Act of 1965. The grant is the second 
received by Juniata and the amount 
must be matched by the College. The 
money is to be used to purchase libra- 
ry materials and resources. 

The Presser Foundation Music 
Scholarship, a $400 grant for tuition 
purposes, has been received. It will 
be awarded to an undergraduate, pre- 
ferably one who plans to teach music. 

Last year the scholarship was 
awarded to Miss Susan Loose of Leb- 
anon who graduated in June with a 
B.S. degree.

Dr. Dean, author and foreign policy 
expert, is Professor of International 
Development at the Graduate School 
of Public Administration, New York 
University. She received the honorary . 
degree, Doctor of Laws.

A Little All American candidate at 
quarterback; a letterman at every po- 
sition; 36 lettermen in all; the top five 
pass receivers and four out of the top 
five rushers returning.

With a wealth of material on hand, 
head coach Fred Prender goes into 
the 1967 football campaign with high 
hopes of greatly improving on last 
years 4-4 record. 

Junior quarterback Don Weiss of 
Athens will again be at the helm for 
the Indians, and Juniata fans should 
prepare themselves for an aerial show, 
the likes of which has never before 
been seen at College Field. 


13 Records 


Weiss set three all-time and ten 
Middle Atlantic Conference Juniata 
records last season, including; Yards 
Passing, Season (1135); Passes Com- 
pleted, Season (75); and Passes Com- 
pleted, Career (145). Weiss complet- 
ed 60% of his attempts in last year's 
eight game schedule. 

Coach Prender has promised a wide 
open attack for 1967 and on the re- 
ceiving end of many of the bombs will 
be Senior Co-Captain Denis Albright 
of Ephrata. 

Albright led the Indians in receiv- 
ing last year when he snagged 17 pass- 
es good for 427 yards; a whopping 25 
yards per catch average. 

The other Indian Co-Captain is 
Regis Schivley from Elizabeth. He

Bill Berrier will 
once again handle the offensive line 
and Larry Landini returns as back- 
field coach. 

August 3lst saw 58 candidates ar- 
rive on campus for pre-season head 
knocking. Hopefully, this could be the 
year that sees the Indians on Novem- 
ber 11 sporting their best record since 
1959’s 7-1 log.
